Thus coneludes an editorial in the Saturday 
Evening Post admonishing us to cultivate a 
better speech. There is a hopeful note in this 
propheey we like. Perhaps we already are 
improving our tone, enunciation and even pro- 
nunciatio, although there are discouraging evi- 
denees of indifference to these important 
things. Even among those who give scrupu- 
lous attention to their appearance there are 
many who seem to regard as wholly unneces- 
sary any attention to their expression. We 
have our doubts about cultivated speech be- 
coming a fashion; that is, a fashion in the 
sense of a mode to be followed as modes are 
followed. Fashion is a thing of change. Good 
speech is a thing of rather fixed standards. 
Yet there are those who find it easy to adapt 
themselves to the changes of fashion, but seem 
quite unable to attain the standards of pleas- 
ing colloquial utterance. If we should, indeed, 
have an epidemic of striving for more culti- 
vated expression, let us hope it will be widely 
inclusive. 

The average person is somewhat -embar- 
rassed ii asking the spelling of words, espe- 
cially if they be comparatively familiar. Yet 
spelling is much less important than pro- 
nunciation. One may ‘‘get by’’ as a bad 
speller without its being generally known. 
But faulty pronuneaition, articulation and 
tone are revealed to everyone.

(Pomona Bulletin) 

Almost any person of normal mind is quick 
to appreciate the value of dressing for com- 
fort as the temperature rises, but not every 
one is wise enough to change his habits of eat- 
ing to conform to the principles of health 
established by medical science after much 
study and investigation. 

In the summer months it is the part of good 
sense to ignore even the injunction of ‘the fed- 
eral agricultural department to ‘feat more 
meat’’ in order to help the stock raisers, and 
it will be found that persons who are moder- 
ate in the use of meat, practically eliminating 
it from the ration in summer, will find it 
easier to maintain a condition of health. 

Any other articles of food which are found 
to overwork the vital organs or bring distress 
in any way should be readily discovered by 
the adult, even without the advice of a pny- 
sician, and such foods may be abandoned to 
the advantage of better health. Foods which 
are promptly assimiiated in the winter months 
become harmful in the summer. 

Nobody likes to have the charge applied 
to himself, of course, but it probably will be 
found that excesses in eating are at the foun- 
dation of more physical ills than almost any 
other cause. The dangers from over-eating are 
multiplied in the days between June 20 and 
September 20. 

The butcher and the grocer may find their 
business somewhat redueed by an extensive 
practice of moderation in eating, but after all 
the conservation of life and health is about 
the most important business in which any one 
may engage.

Cheesed Carrots 

Mix one tablespoonful of flour 
with half a cupful of mild Ameri- 
can cheese, finely chopped or grat- 
ed, half a teaspoonful of salt and 
three-quarters of a cupful of milk. 
Put into a medium-sized casserole 
and.mix well, Then stir in one 
cupful- of macaroni, broken into 
small pieces and cooked, and half 
a cupful of diced, cooked carrots. 
Slip the dish, covered, into a hot 
oven—400 degrees F.—to bake for 
twenty minutes. Serve piping hot. 
| Twice the rule makes a_ better 
amount for six as a main dish. 





Baked Succotash 

Mix together two cupfuls of 
cooked kidney beans—canned may 
be used—one and a half cupfuls of 
[canes corn, one tablespoonful of 
minced green pepper and one well- 
beaten egg. Season with half a 
/teaspoonful of salt and an eighth 
of a teaspoonful of pepper, and 
bake for thirty minutes in a mod- 
erately hot oven—365 degrees’ F.— 
before serving. 








. Melrose Potatoes 

Heat two cupfuls of milk to the 
scalding point and thicken it with 
one tablespoonful of. flour mixed 
to a smooth paste with a little 
cold water. When. thickened and 
smooth, remove from the heat and 
add half a teaspoonful of butter 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. 
@ream two tablespoonfuls of pea- 
nut butter and combine it very 
gradually with the white sauce so 
it will be free from lumps. Turn 
this sauce while still hot over 
three cupfuls of diced, cooked, 
white potatoes in a baking dish. 
Sprinkle the top with buttered 
crumbs and bake in a hot oven~ 
425 degrees F—for fifteen minutes. 
Serve very hot. 





Highland Tomatoes 
Beat one egg well, add a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt and stir 
it into one cupful of the more 
solid parts of canned tomatoes; 
when well blended, combine with 
one cupful of cooked barley grits. 
Bake the mixture in a covered 
casserole for one hour in a slow 
oven—325 degrees F. Serve at 

once. Sufficient for three. 





Norfolk Cauliflower 

Cook the flowerets from one 
small head of cauliflower in boil- 
ing salted water for ten minutes 
and then chop them. One cupful 
of the finely chopped vegetable 
will be needed. Melt two table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan 
and rub into it three tablespoonfuls 
of flour. Season with half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, an eighth of a 
teaspoonful of paprika, and grad- 
ually add one cupful of milk, stir- 
ring. When smooth and thickened, 
add either one tablespoonful of 
finely minced red, sweet pepper or 
chopped, canned pimiento. Beat 
three egg yolks until lemon-color- 
ed and stir these into the hot 
sauce. Remove from the heat, 
cool slightly, then add the cauli- 
flower and fold in the stiffly beat- 
en whites of the eggs. Turn the 
mixture into a buttered baking 
dish and bake twenty-five minutes, 
uncovered, in a moderate oven— 
375 degrees F. Serve immediate- 
ly.

Middlesex Onions 

Make a white sauce in the fol- 
lowing manner: Melt a quarter 
of a cupful of butter in a double 
boiler and rub into it half @ cup- 
ful of flour. Season with half a 
teaspoonful of salt and an eighth 
of a teaspoonful of pepper. Now 
add gradually one pint of milk 
and stir until it is smooth and 
thickened. Cook four medium-siz- 
ed onions, first chopped, in boiling 
salted water for five minutes, 
drain. Add to the white sauce. 
Pour over four sliced hard-cooked 
eggs in a casserole. Sprinkle the 
top with fine buttered crumbs and 
bake, covered, in a hot oven—400 
degrees F.—for thirty minutes. Un- 
cover and continue the baking un- 
til nicely browned. 

Celeried Peas 

Into a mixing bowl put two cup- 
fuls of freshly cooked green peas 
or the same amount of canned 
peas drained from their liquid. 
Season with half a teaspoonful of 
salt and an eighth of a teaspoonful 
of pepper. Then stir in one cup- 
ful or more of diced, cooked cel- 
ery, mixed with one and a half 
cupfuls of medium white sauce. 
Turn the mixture into a buttered 
baking dish of medium size and 
scatter buttered bread crumbs over 
the top. Bake uncovered in a hot 
oven—423 degrees F.—for twenty 
minutes or until heated through 
and nicely browned. One or two 
quartered hard-cooked eggs may 
be added. 





Rice Limas 

In a medium-sized baking dish 
mix together two cupfuls of cook- 
ed white rice, three-quarters of a 
cupful of milk and two table- 
spoonfuls of mild, grated American 
cheese. Season with three-quar- 
ters of a teaspoonful of salt and 
add one cupful of eanned or fresh- 
ly cooked Lima beans, Bake 20 
minutes in a medium hot oven— 
371 degrees F.—and trim it with 
some of the red or green garnish* 
ers. 4

It was just fifty years. ago, this 
year that the telephone became a 
reality. In a small work shop in 
Boston, Dr. Alexander Graham 
Bell and Thomas A. Watson had 
labored earnestly in the quest for 
a means of transmitting . sounds 
electrically. A pair of wires were 
strung between two rooms, con- 
nected to the crude instruments 
with which the men had been ex- 
perimenting, and when on the 
morning of March 10th, 1876, the 
great inventor spoke into the trans- 
mitter, Mr. Watson, who was

The building of mountain high- 
ways is detrimental to the silver 
fox industry, particularly when the 
roads are near the fox farms. 

This, the board of supervisors 
were told yesterday when George 
R. Forsythe, secretary of the Nek 
World Silver Fox Co., appeared be- 
fore the board to demand $11,458 
damages. 

Forsythe presented an itemized 
pill of his losses, sustained, he 
said, because of blasting operations 
by a county road crew in building 
a new highway from Camp Baldy 
to ice House Canyon and Manker 
Flats in the mountains north of 
Upland. The blasting interfered 
with the breeding of the foxes, he 
said. 

Silver Foxes High Strung 
eSilver foxes, which Forsythe 
said he imported from British 
Columbia, are high strung, ner- 
vous animals, particularly during 
the breeding season in the early 
spring: So nervous are the foxes, 
he said, that the blasting caused 
three foxes to lose their young 
and flying rocks struck and killed 
two fox puppies, while a _ full- 
grown animal was struck by a fiy- 
ing stump. Forsythe said the New 
World Silver Fox Co. lost ten fox 
puppies valued at $750 each. It 
was also necessary to call a veter- 
inarian to administer to the ills of | pesos 
the sensitive animals, frightened 
by the blasts. 

Forsythe complained that the 
foreman of the road crew was neg- 
ligent in placing his explosives 
for blasts, hurling the rock and 
debris into the wire-fenced farm. 
He said that his requests that the 
blasting be discontinued until after 
the silver fox breeding season had 
been ignored, and, in a formal let- 
ter to the supervisors, asserted he 
would seek redress in the courts 
if his demands were rejected.
